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Once again, as last yeBr, we received the news that 
servicemen captured in North Vietnam may receive a 
5 kilogram (approximately 11 pounds) package for the 
Holidays instead of the six pound December package. 

"The peckace must be in conformity with the already

stipulated regulations for skipment^by post via 
Moscow.* Packages sent any other way-will not be 
accepted." according to the announcement from Hanoi. 
Next of kin of men confirmed as detained in North 
Vietnam are the only ones who may take advantage cf 
this opportunity. Care should be taken not to 
(Jeopardize the pilots right to receive this special 
holiday gift. 

We have been notified by the State Department that 
numbered authorization cards are "in the process’ 1 of 
being sent families. We hope there will be no delay 
in this so that the men may enjoy their gifts during 
the holiday season. 


Packages should not be sent to our office. A list 
of suggested items is attached which may be useful. 

In addition to the usual monthly letter for December, 
a holiday card may also be sent to each man captured 
in North Vietnam from his family. According to the 
announcement from Hanoi the "cards may he sent by 
post or through the Committee of Liaison." Please 
do not send mail registered or "certified to our office 
as it often delays the arrival. 

While we are pleased to note the continued policy
